The Treasurer of the Hoard of 
Trustees of the Home reports that 
the total receipts during the year 
have been : $1,948.90 foi the Main- 
tenance Fund, $3«.s for the Endow- 
ment Fund, making with a balance 
on May 31st, 1905, of $1,469.49 ior 
the Maintenance Fund, .1 g rand total 
of $3,805.69, out of which has been 
expended $2,185.60 for current ex- 
., 570.00 transferred to the 
Endowment Fund, leaving a balance 

on May 31st, 1906, of $I,l6a.09 in 

the Maintenance Fund. 
The Endowment Fund now 

amounts to $458.00. 

The special 'attention of those in 
terested in our work is invited to 
the full report of the BOARD OF 

Trustees of thb Homb which 

will be found very encouraging in 
results accomplished and in promise 
lor the future. The family at the 
Home is large, ourexpenscs in, 
out ot proportion to oui income, so, 
while we most since! civ thank all of 
our geneioiis friends for the aid they 
have rendered in the past, we trust 
to them in the future to save OUI 
"Home," very near to the hearts 
of many, from any lack of funds for 
its comfortable support. 

The past year has not been mark- 
ed by an large sum of money realis- 
ed by the Society in aid of the 
Home, but many small contributions 
have been icecived, pioving no lack 

of concern by members generally. 

The President of the Society is- 
sued on his own responsibility 
foi an Raster offering for the Home. 
The response t<> the appeal netted 

something over $2<»i, and so met ex 

iions and encourages us to try 

Other plans for securing funds. 

The mortgage on the Home, re 
duced last yeai from $3,500 to $700, 
it was hoped, would be wiped out 
during the 25th Anniversary Cele- 
bration of the Society, which was to 
l>e held in August of this J 
During the yeai many small amounts 
been contributed to the Mort- 
Fund which now amounts to 
95 as pei the report of the 
mi. Only $504.05 more is 
needed lo make up the $700. 

Kverv effort should be made to 
keep up membership in the Society 
and increase its prestige by numbers 
and concentration of effort. The 

Society and its aims cannot be 

known too extensively, hence it be- 
hooves every member to put forth 
every effort to do justice to this or-

meeting was postponed to the ssth Sis) nit 

It was only liecause certain members of our 
Society feared that Dr. Crouter'a absence 
might have a demoralising effect on the 

occasion, Important asit would t>e. and also 

bcoauas of apparent ethical reasons, that 
the postponement ol our celebration was 

decided on, This was done in spite of the 
fact that Sunt, t'ronter had made all ar- 
rangements for the celebration which 
would have taken place in his school at 
Philadelphia on the SSd-STth ult. His in- 
vitation to have us meet there next summer 

still stands. 

With reference to Mr Ziegler, Chairman 
of the Oemmlttee on Arrangements, I wish 
to slate that the current criticism is an in- 
justice to him. He never thought of the 

postponement until a combination of cir 

eunistanees, over which he hail no control, 
impelled htm to act, at the last moment, 
for the best interests of Ihe s 
The mistake, therefore, was not 
tlonttlly coimnitieil. lie will explain bin 

you all to 
1 1. hi to what he may 
say. 1 feel sure that you will all agree that 
ii was not "an unwarranted usurpation of 
authority." Due thing we should guard 
aoalnsl (a indiscreet criticisms in the press 
(11 ourse, t lie affairs of the Society should 
lie made as publicly known as |Kissihle, but 
an] tiling that tends to crcalciliseord should 
be religiously avoided. 

This error In judgment may Im- a blessing 
in disguise after all. One thing is certain : 
better arrangements will be made for the 
celebration next year, thus Insuring a bet- 
ter entertainment for all who may attend, 

and also insuring more to the benefit of the 

Home. 1 confess that I hait fully expected 

to Is' Willi you lo celebrate the glory of past 
events, as a tilting termination of my pre- 
sidency. Hut do not let this personal dis- 
appointment cause any one of yon to lost' 
interest in the Home which we all have so 

much at heart. Keep on as yon have done, 

and you may rely on my co-operation. It is 
my earnest nope that "the solidity and nil 
animity which has heretofore tssn a char- 
acteristic of theileafof t'ennsy] vania " will 
not be Interrupted. Let us rectify ttie er- 
ror, and not destroy the Society. Stand 
loyally tiy Ihe Society forthesakeoft.be 
Home The prosperity ami s ability of this 
worthy institution should 1h< the first con 
sldera'tion.

In 1HW after the change of this fund to the 
Home Kun.l two years previous, an appro- 
priation of a surplus of the fees was pot 

siblc, ami ever since a deduction of fifty |>er 
cent of the fees lias been kept up regularly. 

The pas! is secure, the present follows 
rapidly in its |>athway, but what of the 
future? Every age has its own problems 
and upon their successful solution depends

Such conventions are thought, well of by 
all except certain persona of extreme views 
who declare that the deaf ought to a- 
exclusively with the hearing urn!. 
circumstances, no matter whether they en 
joy such company or not. They fail to 
comprehend the scope of our Society fully. 
Dei It be stated for their Information that 

this Society includes hearing members who 
have full freedom of discussion at all 
meetings, a fact of which they seem ignor- 
ant fortunately for us, the 8oci< 
controlled wholly by the deaf, a thing 
which our hearing friends prefer and en- 
courage. Indeed, such should lie the rule 
in all associations of the deaf. 

Through the efforts of the National and 
Stale Associations, monuments have ts'cn 
erected to Uallaudet and Clerc ; lasting 

memorials of gratitude to Burnett, Garfield, 

Watte, Qreene and Syle have been 
ItshM ; homes for the aged and infirm 
deal' have lieen founded iu NSW York, Ohio, 
ohuaetts and Pennsylvania, and are 
being projected In Illinois, Missouri, In- 
diana, Muhigan, and other States, the 
misnomer "Asylum" has been eliminated 
from the corporate titles of our schools, and 
" deaf and dumb " is yielding to the clamor 
for the more proper term "the deaf:" 
and various measures have ticen enacted by 
the State Legislatures for the protection of 
the deaf, soeial and educational. In fact. 
nowhere can the interests of the deaf be 
battel championed than by the 1 
tions, and they accomplish untold good, 
The need of compulsory educational laws is 
discussed at the meetings. 

All such associations are beneficial when 

properly managed. Hut they do much 

damage when they are controlled by un- 
scrupulous Individuals who. by virtue of 
their vested power, re ort to dishonorable 
means to gain their own private ends If 
Is not the associations, but they that should 

is' crushed. 

In my long connection with the P. S. A. 
I)., it has tieen my privilege to watch, with 
great solicitude as well as pride, the pro- 
il our people. It is highly gratifying 
to sea so many deaf workmen working' side 
by side with 1 lie hearing, which affords great 
pleasure Hut it is a matter of regret to 
know that some deaf-mutes do not reflect 

ensiit upon the deaf as a class, and conse- 
quently hurt their cause very much. Some 
employers refuse to take any mor. 
mutes because they happen to have had one 
or two in their employ that failed to mea- 
sure up to the standard They hav. 
ed their opinion of the deaf from the ap- 
pearance or deportment or capability of 
tss, no matter how -

One of llu- most remarkable de- 
rivatives of coal tar is saccharine, a 
substitute for sugar, which is bu 
ly used in jams, jellies, etc., be- 
cause ii does uoi ferment.

times sweeter thaucaiie sugar, yet 

ii contains no nutriment. It is 
very useful for Savoring the food of 
disabelic patients who are unable 

to use sugar. In addition lo its 
other properties sacoharim 
nl antiseptic.

Speech Teaches' Convention. 

Thr Second Day's Session. 

August 27. — The second day's 
session of the seventh summer 

meeting of the American associa- 
tion to promote (ho leaching of 
speech to the deaf was held yester- 
day (Sunday) afternoon in the 
Western Pennsylvania Institute* for 

Ihe Deaf al Kdgewood. Dr. A. L. 

E. Crouter, LL. I)., president of 

the association, presided over an 
attendance of two hundred dele- 
gates and friends. The invocation 
was given by Dr. U. O. Fay, for- 
merly of Ohio but now of (he 
American School lor Ihe Deaf, of 

Hartford, Ot. 

The first, item on the program 
was a paper by Messie N Leonard, 
of Clarke School, Northampton, 
Mass., entitled "Sunday Occupa- 
tions for rouoger Pupils " Miss 
Leonard being unable to be pre- 
sent.. Miss Caroline A. Yale, of 
Northampton, Mass , read the paper 

an interesting discourse — illus- 
trating hei points with specimens of 
her pupils' work, showing the le- 
sults of the various occupations 
suitable for the Sabbath and of a 
naltiie tO distinguish Sunday from 
Ihe week days among tbe deaf mute 
children Such occupations were 
largely of the kindergarten order 
and weie specially preserved for 
Sunday.

Stale Normal School for the (ruin- 
ing of Ihe teachers (wilh hearing) 
foi all classes at Westchester, Pa., 
SDOke on the normal (raining of (he 
young lie handled the necessary 
thought and pioeedur. essential to 
the mind training of all children, 
nol omitting lo note that in dealing 
with deaf ones greater patience and 
ediical iounl skill became paramount 
in the ability of the teacher, lie 
won Ihe applause of the meeting 
when he told one or t wo amusing 
stories, not merely because they 
conveyed a strikingly moral. In 
his masterpiece of eloquence he 
reasoned upon reason in which ho 
declined no child's mind should be 
transformed to thai of a man 
or woman. Deaf childieii, like 
hearing ones, have original ideas 
which often come from childish 
Imagination, ami (hereby should be 
guided aright with irentle words of 
advice, nol piinislimeui , elc " Do 
il. and don't do it policy " is the 
best problem to be solved 

During this session a good num- 
ber of Pittsburg's deaf atteuded 
and were welcomed by the meeting.

President Crouter of the associa- 
tion read a letter from President 
I'alma of Cuba, in which the latter 
declared his intention to take up 
the education of the deaf in Cuba 
this fall He will cooperate with 
the American Association in its 
efforts to assist the deaf in Cuba 

Several interesting papers were 
lead and that of I'rof. Richard O. 
Johnson, of Indianapolis, received 
close attention. He urged the sup 
port of the association for the deaf 
in China, lie slated that there are 
over 400,000 deaf in CMna, with 
only 15 or 20 educated deaf per- 
sons. 

A school is located at Chefoo un- 
der Mrs. Annette Mills and is now 
receiving support from several deaf 
institutions in America. A resolu 
tion was passed by the delegates 
urging the support of all. 

Indianapolis appeared to be the 
city most favoted for the next meet- 
ing in 1909.

His subject was Love, 
giving an interesting talk, there- 
upon. At it* conclusion a collection 
was taken up which he did not 
want, as his expenses to the city 
and Columbus had been paid, and 
he desired it given to the Ohio 
Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf, 
which was done, the amount being 
$2.05. He then gave an exposition 
on Fraternity, devoting a large 
part of his time on the K. S. D., in 
which the writer was referred to 
for his attacks on the order. It 
was, however, done in a gentle- 
manly manner, and we have no rea- 
sons to cross swords with him 
on that point, for we know Mr. 
Michaels to lx> aji upright, con 
scientious gentleman. He, however 
has been shown only the bright 
side of the doings of certain 



branches of his order, and banco 
knows little of the other side. He 
gave out that the constitution of 
thcK. S. D. forbade members work- 
ing against other societies and 
against drinking, and those found 
guilty of such conduct would be ex- 
pelled. If that is true, then there 
will be plenty of weeding out to do. 
We cited a flagrant case to Mr. 
Michaels, after the meeting, of an 
officer, but he wanted proof with 
affidavits, and then he would see 
that the person involved got his 
deserts. He asserted thai after a 
person became a member of a fra- 
ternity, it raised his self-respect 
and morals. That may be true in 
some cases, but the downfall of the 
man in the case we gave two weeks 
ago is directly traceable to having 
been a meniboi of the K. S. D. We 
might cite several more instances 
of the kind. Wednesday evening, 
Mr. Michaels preached and lectured 
in the First Baptist Church of Co- 
lumbus on the same topics. 'The 
collection taken up ($2.75) for the 
same reasons given in Dayton, 
were donated to Ihe Ohio Home for 
Aged Deaf While in the city he 
was Ihe guest of Mr. and Mrs. C. 
M. Rice. He left here for Cincin- 
nati.
